Shipbuilding firms, also a 1,000,000-employe industry, and the 
construction and building materials industry, with 1,500,000 
workers, were also strong factors in the great effort to top 10 
per cent of national payrolls every payday for war bonds.

2 Labor Remembers 
Peak Hartor 


A few days more than a year ago America was shock- 
ingly awakened by the treacherous back-stab of the sinister 
Japanese. Before the noise of the unsuspected and murder- 
ous bombs dropped by these unscrupulous raiders had died 
away, the California State Federation of Labor, antici- 
pating the need of unity on the home front, took the lead in 
bringing all other labor groups to the pledge of no-strike 
and no stoppage of work in any war industry for the 
duration, 


With great pride and extreme joy, the federation is 
happy to acknowledge having kept faith with the pledge 
made then. Labor has never made greater sacrifices more 
eagerly than it has in the past year, and plans for the 
coming year exceed immeasurably those of the preceding 
one. Following up to its no strike and no stoppage work 
policy, labor has turned over millions of dollars to the 
various war needs and thousands of gallons of blood to 
the red cross and has shattered production records to un- 
heard of extents. 


Not only is labor working to win this war but it is 
fighting with all of its might. Tens of thousands of its 
members are now in the armed forces and fighting on the 
many front lines. Nothing in the world can stop the labor 
movement in its determination to help win this war. It is a 
war to a decisive decision and organized labor is in there 
to the final round. 

Many obligations must be met by labor. No better 
occasion is offered than this one to remember the boys of 
Wake, Guam and other islands who were captured by the 
enemy. The federation, together with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, is still working to obtain for them the 
consideration that is their due by fighting for legislation 
which will give them and their dependents the same protec- 
tion that is afforded the members of the armed forces and 
civil service civilian employes of the government. 


Aimless flag-waving is incapable of accomplishing as far 
as results are concerned. In remembering Pearl harbor, it 
is more desirable by far to do it with substantial contribu- 
tions to the war effort even at the expense of the frills and 
pomp of the holiday celebration. To win the war is going 
to take a rolling up of the sleeves and a getting down to 
the job. Labor is doing this very thing.

So our conclusion must be that 
the commies are “progressive” only 
when they lack power but become 
just as reactionary as fascists once 
they gain power.

We could give a categorical 
answer to that question but for the 
time being we will content our- 
selves with remaining quite skep 
tical about the motives and prin- 
ciples of the commies. 

We will also watch very careful-

Chase people were guilty of the 
very same practices when they 
placed picket lines in front of some 
of the union concerns, which were 
defendants in the action. 

The suit itself was the culmina- 
tion of a long controversy between 
Chase Bros. and the unions and be- 
cause it was mentioned so often by 
the proponents of the slave bill 
and because its filing occurred at 
the very opening stages of the fight 
against the slave bill, the consensus 
of opinion has been that it was in- 
tended to be used in connection 
with the slave bill by its propon- 
ents. 

In addition to the broader impli- 
cations resulting from the plain- 
tiff’s action, the legal aspects of the 
case are extremely interesting. The 
suit was brought under the state 
law prohibiting combinations in re- 
straints of trade, and since it was 
claimed that the employers had 


formed a combination with the} 


unions to restrain business of this 
non-union concern, there was the 
danger that an unfriendly court 
might possibly hold that the com- 
bination was an illegal one and con- 
stituted a conspiracy. The attorney 
for the California State Federation 
of Labor had to dig deeply into the 
law, not only to show the lawful- 
ness of peaceful picketing and boy- 
cott, but also to show the limita- 
tion on the rule against combina- 
tions in restraint of trade where 
the object of the labor union mem- 
bers of the combination were mere- 
ly to protect their own interests, 
particularly their wage scales and 
working conditions. 

That the victory achieved by labor 
in this case was decisive is estab- 
lished beyond a doubt by this final 
action by Chase Bros. in obtaining 
a dismissal, Previously, they had 
all the non-labor defendants dis- 


|missed from the case.

The wages of several million women workers may be in- 
creased as a result of a general order issued by the war labor 


board, allowing employers to 


equalize the wages of women 


with those of men for comparable quality and quantity of work 


without prior board approval. 


These adjustments must be 
reported to the board, but they 


{can not be used to furnish the 


| basis for an increase in price

This action of the labor board is 
similar to the principle of equal 
pay for equal work adopted by the 
war labor board in the first world 
war. Today's order follows specific 
rulings made in recent weeks cover- 
ing several cases.

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Democracy At the Cross Roads 


Heartened by the master strategy of American forces in 
Africa and its success, union members throughout the country 
are girding for even greater production effort. We know that 
more will be required of us. We have new battle lines to sup- 
port. New supplies of civilian goods will be needed as America 
follows her occupation of territory with supplies of food and 
clothing for populations left destitute by nazi policies. 


New demands for production, manpower problems increasing | 


daily as production expands, heightening intensity of effort 
everywhere as the allied offensive begins—all this brings a new 
challenge to democracy at home. In our civilian agencies which 
direct the war effort on the home front, unless democratic or- 
ganization is ready to meet war demands, we shall suddenly find 
civilian representation swept aside and control handed to 
dictator at the head of each agency. 


DEMOCRACY OR DICTATORSHIP IN WAR AGENCIES? 


This democratic control machinery must be established as 
quickly as possible, for war needs are urgent. In manpower, 
late in October, even before the administrative machinery was 
set up to handle manpower problems, we narrowly escaped a 
law giving sweeping powers to a single manpower director, 
enabling him to establish forced labor in the United States. 
Labor's strong protest to the president stopped this serious step 
toward dictatorship. The administrative machinery urged by 
the management-labor manpower policy committee must be in 
operation before any manpower procedures can be effective, 
whether voluntary or compulsory. The federation insisted that 
machinery for voluntary cooperation should at least have a trial 
before freezing workers to their jobs. Another danger 


signal is 


the bill to suspend the wage-hour act, introduced in the senate 
early in November under guise of lengthening the work week 
to supply manpower. The real purpose of this bill is to cut 
wages by eliminating overtime payments, for the work week in 
war industries is already close to or exceeding the 48-hour 
maximum efficiency period. 

Actually, such methods would retard, not help, the war effort. 
Because they are steps away from democracy toward rigid regi 
mentation, they would destroy the spontaneous wholehearted | 
energy of will, mind and muscle which free men bring to their 
work. Democracy is indeed at the cross roads in this country and

| CHALLENGE OF A. F. L. AGREEMENTS 


WITH KAISER SHIPYARDS 
THREATENS WAR EFFORT 


National Labor Relations Board Attacks Validity 
Of A. F. L. Contracts With Kaiser Shipyards 


No threat to labor peace and the 
unity of the home front could be 
potentially more dangerous than 
the recent action of the confused 
national labor relations board in 
challenging the agreements which 
the A. F. of L. has with three 
Kaiser shipyards on the west coast. 
The fact that C. I. O. instigated 
the move placed a big question 
mark behind all of their fine sound- 
ing phrases about unifying the labor 
movement. That the whole matter 
invites the strongest suspicion that 
the war effort is secondary to cer- 
tain kinds of factional maneuvering 
becomes as clear as daylight when 
the high points are given a once- 
over. 

If the whole thing were nothing 
more than a CIO raid on an organ- 
ized A. F. of L. industry, then the 
whole procedure would have been 
just the opposite*from what it is. 
Customarily, when there is a doubt 
in the NLRB’s opinion as to the 
legitimacy of the collective bargain- 


we hope the NLRB considers itself. 
One would think that before such 
a decision was made... a decision 
that undoubtedly has given the 
Hitlerites several sprees of glee 
since it can be characterized as a 
disruptive move which can easily 
sabotage the present high stan- 
dards of production and harmony 
so essential to a victorious outcome 
. it would be given the soundest 
and most careful consideration. If 
this were the case, the board would 
have asked the CIO to follow the 
usual procedure and produce the 
names of the employes who chose 
to designate it as their bargaining 
choice. Then, after checking the 
evidence, which even under the 
most favorable circumstances 
would interfere with production, 
but there would at least be some 
reasonableness about it all. 
Instead, the NLRB attacks the 
existing agreements which made 
the excellent functioning of these 
shipyards possible, and thereby 
seems to be preparing the ground 
for the CIO to move in. Certainly, 
the NLRB could do no more than
